Remarks 

Please admit and consider exhibits 1 and 2. The exhibits are evidence that directly rebuts 
two different grounds of rejection. 

Exhibit 1 . Genbank accession number M64695 teaches the nucleotide and amino acid 
sequence of the extracellular domain of human acetylcholine receptor. It is provided to rebut the

allegation of the Patent Office that the claims are not enabled because "[t]he specification does 
not teach one where and how to obtain the DNA encoding auto antigens." Final Office Action, 
page 4, lines 16-17. Exhibit 1 was not submitted earlier because appellant believed that the 
submission of eleven exhibits disclosing the nucleotide sequence of auto-antigens in appellant's 
response filed October 15, 2001 in combination with the specification's teaching of the acetyl 
choline receptor were sufficient to overcome this ground of the enablement rejection. Genbank 
accession number M64695 provides additional evidence that the nucleotide sequences of auto- 
antigens, specifically the acetylcholine receptor named in the specification, were known in the 
art prior to the effective filing date of the application. 

Exhibit 2 . Goodnough (AACN Clin. Issues, 7, 1996, 212-220) reviews then current blood 
transfusion practices. Goodnough is provided to rebut the allegation of the Patent Office that the 
claims are not enabled because appellant did not teach when and how to administer transfected 
APCs. In response to this ground of rejection appellant cited the specification, which teaches, 
"Transduced or transfected autologous antigen presenting cells are re-introduced to the patient 
using standard techniques for transfusing blood cells." Appellant's response filed October 15, 
2001 , page 1 8, lines 6-7. Goodnough is evidence that such techniques for transfusing blood cells 
were well-known in the art before the filing date of the application. Exhibit 2 was not submitted 
earlier because appellant believed that the argument submitted in the response to Final Office 
Action would be sufficient to overcome this ground of the rejection. 

Entry of exhibits 1 and 2 is respectfully requested.
